Mr. Wyndham declared that the 
erection of the great maritime station 
at Dover, agreed upon by the ha:

Sir Alfred Jones, of the Elder 
Dempster Line, would bring traffi 
to Dover, said Mr. Wyndham, which 
would mean profit to the railways of

As I write this the news comes 
that the Tsar has promised to grant 
to his people the long-wished-for re- 
forms. But it will remembered 
that he made somewhat similar 
promises a year or so ago, which he 
did not keep. It is doubtful whether 
by this means he can now save his 
throne. It is too late. 


In one of the squares of the 
Admiralty at St. Petersburg is a 
statue representing Peter the Great 
on horseback, trampling to death the 
dragon of barbarism. It is a good 
long sry from Peter the Great to 
Nicholas IT., but they have not killed 
that dragon yet. 


It is awful to think that in these 
days of railroads and telegraphs, and 
liaments _ cand newspapers, 
greater part of Russia is, so far as 
general civilisation goes, in just the 
same state as Britain was in the 
fourteenth century. Do you remem- 
ber reading of the days when 
Richard If., a lad of seventeen, rode 
out at the head of a handful of re- 
tainers to face ка соле рона 
desperate men, w assem in 
the streets of London? 

One of his attendants slew Wat 
Tyler, the leader of the Revolu- 
tionists, and the King came nigh to 
losing his life. But he was not dis- 
mayed. “What is the meaning of 
this disorder, my good people,” he 
cried, “are ye angry that ye have 
lost your leader? I am your King; 
I wil be your leader.” In later 
years he was a bad king, and he 
came to an untimely end, abdicating 
his throne, and being starved to 
death in a dungeon. But he never at 
any time lacked courage. 


It is extraordinary how closely his- 
tory ts itself. Considering the 
interval that has elapsed between 
the condition of the serfs of Britain 
in 1380, and that of the serfs of 
Russia in 1905, are almost startling in 
their similarity. In 1380, in Britain, 
as in Russia to-day, the advance of 
society and trade had begun to make 
the people realise that they were 
destitute of liberty, and property, 
and every solid comfort. And_ the 
taxes ground them lower every day. 


See what the history book says: 
“The common people were, in a great 
measure, serfs and bondsmen, trans- 
mitted with the estates from pro- 
prietor to proprietor, like the chatels 
and tlie live stock. The haughty 
aristocracy looked upon them as little 
better than the beasts, and made use 
of the miserable people only as sol- 
diers for their wars or as slaves to 
cultivate their lands. Nothing could 
be more terrible than their condition, 
and when they began to perceive all 
its horrors, and to endeavour to rise 
above them, their imperious masters 
trod. them down again with harsh 
and often terrible ferocity.” 

If I were to cut that patagraph 
out, and print it in a daily paper, 
people would say it was a very goo 
description of the condition of Russia 
at the present time. No wonder that 
the men of Kent rose in rebellion! 
Sixty thousand strong, they marched 
to on, ‘burning the manors, 
demolishing the towns, just as the 
Russian masses are doing to-day. 
Through Hertford, Surrey, Sussex. 
Suffolk, Norfolk, Cambridge, and 
Lincoln shires the insurrection spread, 
and by the time they reached Black- 
heath Wat Tyler's army was a hun- 
dred thousand strong. 


They had captured, en route, the 
Castle. of aant and compelled 
the governor, Sir John Newton, to 
go with them to town. When they 
got there they sent him up the river 
in a boat to the Tower as their mes- 
senger. He was to say to the King, 
amongst other things, “that his king- 
dom had for a long time been ill- 
governed his uncles and the 
clergy." W ou remember that 
the reactionary Grand Dukes at St. 
Petersburg are the шісјез of the 
Tsar, you will see again how close is 
the parallel between the two revolu- 
tions. 


But one is glad vs that it is 
not possible to ca comparison 
much further. The conditions in 
both cases are the same. But the 
results are different. The people of 
Britain have never had to perpetrate 
the horrors which were enacted’ in 
the streets of Paris, and which are 
now being repeated in St. M npa e. 4 
in order to secure that freedom whi 
they were entitled to demand.
